years. Harvey Dickstein 
and Lynn Doxey are 
competing for the open 
seat, which will be deter- 
mined on May 9 at Town 
Election. 

Once the new member 
rounds out their number, 
the Board will vote one 
member to serve as 
chairman. 

The Board of Health 
isn’t just about flu clinics 
and health fairs, although 
that’s part of it. “The 
Board of Public Health 
would be a better name,’’ 
said Board member 
Robin Lawrence, who 
has served nearly six 
terms. "We really deal 
with public health issues.” 

For instance, the 
Board collaborates with 
the water department to 
prevent and treat water- 
borne illnesses. Once 
upon a time, they were

Season starts for door-to- 
door selling complaints 


Solicitation bylaw in 
effect since ‘JOOfi

Most residents welcome 
spring because it means 
Daylight Saving Time, flow- 
ers. green grass, and little 
League games. 

But most Cohasseters 
don't feel that way about 
door-to-door solicitors. In 
fact complaints about them 
pepper the police fire log 
once spring arrives ;ind 
continue throughout the 
summer. 

However, under the town's 
2006 Solicitation Bylaw 
unregistered solicitors either 
have to sign up or leave 
t( >wn. 

Police stopped two 
solicitors for a large cable 
company last week on 
Norman Todd Road. The 
man is 33 and from Everett 
and the woman Is 24 and 
from Sudbury, police said. 

While some solicitors go 
elsewhere when learning 
they have to register with tin- 
police, this duo is now going 
through the process. 

But under the bylaw, 
solic itors are required to 
register with the police and 
apply for a $25 license. 

They are required to wear a 
badge issued by the police 
that includes their name 
and photograph. In addition

solicitors provide police with 
their name, address, date 
of birth and height, weight 
and eye color, social security 
number; dates and times of 
canvassing activities; name 
and address of employer; 
uul a brief description of the 
purposes of the solicitation. 

Exceptions to the bylaw 
are town, state or federal 
officers or employees on offi- 
cial business; minors under 
18 unless in connection 
with a commercial activ- 
ity; candidates for public 
office or campaign workers; 
those promoting political 
causes and those soliciting 
for charitable organizations 
unless those solicitors are 
paid.

Tin- kindergarten class- 
room is having a growth 
spurt. 

This year, the class was 
7'l students strong, includ- 
ing six who were enrolled 
m the half-day program. 
Next year's class already 
has 92 enrollments again 
including six half-day stu- 
dents . That’s a growth of 
almost 20 children and 
there are sure to he more, 
said Superintendent Bar- 
bara Cataldo. 

The census shows 20 
students who have not 
yet registered for kinder- 
garten. Cataldo said she 
w ill he investigating those 
families' intentions for the 
fall, adding that 26 of the 
students already registered 
aren't even reflected on tin- 
census. 

So far. only one Boston

Girls just want to have

And there’s a lot of had and 
ugly. " Hie women who attend 
have led "varied, challenging, 
and heart -wrenching profes- 
sion, d and personal lives." The 
group is all about acknowl- 
edging and celebrating those 
obstacles that women have 
overcome ;is people of lead- 
ership and responsibility in 
a male-dominated business 


environment. 

“When women understand 
that there is a place where 
they can see their authenticity 
and their struggles laid open, 
it makes them calm down.” 
said Hatton. “They realize 
they aren’t the only ones 
hav ing constant challenges, 
having to make compromises 
or give up. You don't find that 
other places, and that's who 
we are." 

Flanagan points out that, 
although CPW Net i- a 
network, it is not about net- 
working. Nobody is selling 
anything. The focus is on 
community and empow- 
erment. for women to feel 
connected to one another 
especially as they are coming 
out of a career or sending 
children out of the nest and 
wondering, "what's next?" 

She adds, though, that 
the network would love to 
see some younger women 
attend. For the May meeting, 
they arc assembling .i panel ot 
three y< nmg ent repreneurs to 
discuss how they got started 
and w hat they learned in tin- 
process. 

“Everybody is welcome," 
said Flanagan. There an- 
no member fees, or even 
"members” - just reach out 
to tlu-m via their Facebook 
page at CPW Net. 

The next meeting will 
fall on the third Thursday 
of May May 17). Then the 
network will take a break 
for the summer, but that 
doesn't mean they’re fin- 
ished having fun!

Environmental Program also to he featured 


Tlie Cohasset Center for 
Student Coastal Research 
(CSCR) is hosting a night 
of program information 
and cutting-edge climate 
change research on Apnl 
30, 7 p.m.. at the Light- 
house Keepers Hall. CSCR 
will unveil the details of its 
Environmental Steward- 
ship Program and Ross 
Lieb I^ippen will deliver 
a keynote address. "From 
Antarctica to the Arctic - 
A Story of Snow. Sea Ice, 
and the Frigid Cold.* 

Ross' research provides 
some clues as to why Arctic 
sea ice coverage has been 
decreasing at a rate of 9 
percent per decade, with 
that number increasing 
to 15 percent over the last 
lO years. Learn some new 
science from one of Cohas- 
set s own. 

CSCR will also provide 
details about its Envi- 
ronmental Stewardship 
Program (ESP). The ESP is 
designed to build environ- 
mental literacy in students 
and build our communi- 
ty's resilience to extreme 
weather and environmen- 
tal change Students in the 
program will participate 
in authentic projects that 
address NOAA's Principles 
of Ocean Literacy and 
carry students through 
intensive study of the 
entire watershed- from 
the upstream built envi- 
ronment. down rivers and 
brooks, into estuaries and 
harbors, out to the Gulf of 
Maine, and into the Atlan- 
tic waters. 

To complete the pro- 
gram over a period of years 
spanning grades 7-12, stu- 
dents must engage in a 
minimum of 200 hours of 
authentic research in these 
4 systems- ocean, estuar- 
ies, rivers, and the built

teachers and students, 
interested citizens, and 
personnel from research 
institutions, NGOs, and 
higher education.

Sometimes the channel 
from Whitehead in toward 
Bassing Beach can he 
shallow as two feet during

With laws and regula- 
tions affecting municipal 
government in a constant 
state of flux, Towns cannot 
afford to function without 
the sendee of a top rated 
municipal town counsel. 

As a Selectman, we need 
to carefully consider poten- 
tial legal consequences 
before any course of action. 

The town counsel is 
needed for statutory 
responsibilities, as advisors 
to the town officials anti 
departments and to defend 
any legal cases take to the 
courts. The School Com- 
mittee does retain their 
own legal counsels for all 
matters pertaining to the 
operation of the schools. 

The last several years 
our legal bills have been 
extraordinarily high. Some 
examples are: 

FA' 2012 — $349,877-24 
FA 2013 - $347,031.25 
FA' 2014 - $227,688.64 
(includes a carryover of 
$1,500 from F/Y 2013) 

F7Y 2015 — Currently 
bills by the third quar- 
ter of this fiscal vear are 


approximately $100,000. 

Our new Town Man- 
ager. Mr. Senior, has been 
cautious in using the Town 
Counsel of labor issues by 
using his prior position. 

The Town Counsel repre- 
sents the town in litigations 
that occur during the year. 
The Town Manager and 
the Town Counsel work 
together for the gixid of 
the town. Our Regulatory- 
Committees ( Planning 
Board, Board of Appeals 
and the Conservation Com- 
mittee) often use the Town 
Counsel Specialists for 
their hearings. The Town 
Counsel attends our Board 
of Selectmen meetings once 
a month. It has helped in 
preliminary opinions that 
arise during our meetings. 

Town Counsel checks 
the articles in the warrant 
as to their legality and 
attends the town meeting 
to be available to the town 
for their needs. 

The Board of Selectmen 
has been judicious in the 
usage of an excellent Town 
Counsel, this vear. 


The current use of 
a specialized munici- 
pal legal firm that is 
able to provide various 
specialists to deal with 
governance, contracts, 
personnel, liability and 
collective bargaining 
issues seems to be the 
correct model to respond 
to all of the various needs 
of our town government. 

The existing policy 
of controlled access to 
legal services through 
the office of the Tow n 
Manager works well and 
has resulted in a reduc- 
tion m legal costs over 
prior years. I do not see 
any reason to change our 
retained legal service 
system that is well man- 
aged and cost effective. 
The retained services 
package covers most of 
our routine legal needs 
with additional service 
requests managed by the 
Town Manager. 

Cohasset does not 
spend too much on legal 
services today and 1 
would recommend that 


we rely on the Tow n 
Manager to continue to 
manage this responsibil- 
ity as he has. 

.•Vs Chair of the Advi- 
sory Committee and 
Budget Planning Group 
I have been responsible 
for monitoring the Town's 
spending trends, includ- 
ing our legal costs. 

In past years yvhen the 
relationship betyveen 
the Board of Select- 
men and Toyvn Manager 
was contentious, our 
fiscal year legal cost 
ran yvell over budget at 
$347,000 for FY13 as 
turf battles yvere fought. 
Once we recruited and 
appointed our profes- 
sional toyvn manager, tin- 
legal appropriation for 
FY14 of $223,000 yvas 
underspent by $20,000. 
The FY15 legal budget 
of $175,000 is on track 
to be underspent as of 
3 31 15 and the FYl6 
proposed appropriation 
is $175,000 again.
